PANIC FOLLOWS FIRE 


AND 250 BURN TO DEATH 


Mate-Szalka, Hungary, March 28.—Two hundred 


and fifty people were killed and many others injured in 
the village of Oekoerite, when fire broke out in a hotel, 
where a ball was being held. 


A terrible panic followed the outbreak of the fire, 


and many were trampled to death. 


A coach house, connected with the hotel, had been 


fitted up as a ballroom, and last night was crowded with 
several hundred guests, when the fire started. The flames 
were first noticed when a woman's dress was seen 
to be ablaze. A moment^latejr^Jthe gowns^fuLseveral oth- 
er women were burning, and then a panic followed. 


As if to make matters worse, the roof caved in be- 


fore the hall could be cleared. Many injured persons 
and those who, because of the crush at the doors, had 
been prevented from escaping, were buried with the 
dead in the ruins.

"He doubled up the girl's body, with 


her knees under her chin and tied it 
together with a piece of wire. Then 
he built a big charcoal fire in the gnite

priate that our bfurt* and minds 
•huuld Intelligently grasp the signifi- 
cance ot the eveut comnnMuorated- St 
Paul laid great stress upou the resur- 
rect M>U of tbe dead, declaring that if 
there be no resurrect iou of the dead 
ali those whom we counted as asleep 
would never ha\e a"u awakening, and 
consequently would be as dead as are 
brute beasts. Note his emphatic state- 
ment to this effect (I Corinthians xr, 
12-18). 
For here tx elsewhere his 


words contradict the thought that the 
saintly dead pass immediately to glory 
aud the unsaiutly to Purgatory or to 
eternal torture. 


According to the Gospel of Christ, 


of which St. Paul declares that he 
was not ashamed, the dead are to be 
esteemed as though they were asleep 
—at rest from all the commotion aud 
turmoil and strife, ignorance and su- 
perstition a ud sin and trouble incident 
to the present reign of sin and death, 
triifv have truly entered into rest, 
whether they were saints or sin- 
iirrs. 
When the time for their awak- 


ening shall have come In the Millen- 
nial morning of Christ's reign of right- 
eousness, surrounding conditions will 
be very different from what they are 
today, thank God! Then Satan will 
be bound, the Bible assures us (Rev- 
elation xx, 1-3). and the ignorance and 
superstition, 
selfishness and crime, 


which have for centuries marked his 
reign will gradually draw to a close 
for tbe glorious Messiah-King will not 
permit them. His reign, on the con- 
trary, will be marked with the true 
enlightenment of all mankind; and the 
result will be, as foretold; namely, 
"Every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess to the glory of God" 
(Isaiah ilv, 23). 


Gradually the world will be brought 


to an Edenic condition, in harmony 
•with the Divine promise. Indeed, this 
work may be said to be already be- 
ginning. 
Already, by artesian wells 


and irrigation processes and highways 
of travel and good roads and Intelli- 
gent cultivation of'fields.' the earth be- 
gins to bloom and the wilderness and 
solitary place to .be glad, as foretold 
by Isaiah the prophet (Isaiah rnrv. 1>. 


Under these blessed conditions "All 


that are In their graves shall hear the 
voice of the Son of man and shall come 
forth" (John v. 28, 29)—not all at once, 
but "Every man in his own order" (I 
Corinthians rr, 23). The saintly be- 
lievers, who «Ione are fully pleasing 
to God. will come forth its the First, 
or chief, or preferable. Resurrection- 
come forth perfect, on tbe spirit plane, 
like unto the angels and like unto their 
glorified Redeemer, to be his joint- 
heirs in his Millennial Kingdom and 
Its great work of resuscitating, In- 
stnictinr and-ruling and uplifting all 
the "groaning" families of tbe earth 
(Romans viii. :i2>. Thus will be ful- 
filled God's promise to the spiritual 
Seed of Abraham, "In thy Seed shall 
all the families of the earth be bless- 
ed" (Galatians Hi. 29). Gradually, after 
dealing with the living nations to some 
extent, the sleeping world will be 
awakened. "Every man Jn his own 
order'' (I Corinthians xv. £31. 


Our Lord assures us that all except 


the saintly few will come forth from 
the tomb that they may have a resur- 
rection—a raising up out of sin and 
death conditions to righteousness, to 
the image of God that was lost by 
Adam; and that eventually, if willing 
and obedient, they will receive God's 
gift of eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 
But the rebellious under 


those favorable conditions, we are as- 
sured, will be cut off from life entirely 
In the Second Death (Acts iii, 19-23). 


In speaking of tbe world's resurrec- 


tion our Redeemer designates it a res- 
urrection by judgments (Rev. Yer. John 
v. 2S, 29). Messiah's righteous judg- 
ments will then be abroad in the 
world. The light of knowledge will be 
as clear as the noon-day sun. 
Every 


good deed and endeavor wi31 recerre 
its reward and every wilfully evil 
deed will receive chastisements, cor- 
rections, to the intent that they may 
team the advantages of tbe way of 
holiness and go up theracn to life eter- 
nal, which the willing and obedient 
may reach by the close of the Millen- 
nial Aze. 


ThrousIT the prophet Daniel, the 


Cord declares that many of tbe world- 
ly who now sleep in the dust of the 
earth shall come forth unto shame and 
lasting contempt. We can readily real- 
ize the shame that will be theirs when 
the light of fuil knowledge shall pre- 
rail and all of their past shall stand 
revealed to themselves and to others 
In Its true colors- 
We can well un- 


derstand that thi.s will bring- contempt 
to many now highly esteemed amongs* 
men. 
But we can rejoice In the 


thought that tbe Millennial Kingdom 
then to be In power will deal gracious- 
ly with ail. 
The stripes of punish- 


«aer.t wit! be tempered with mercy, 
and gradually by their change cf char- 
acter the contemptible ones will cen« 
ro be contemptible.

Thus we see the Di- 
vine Purpose of the resurrection of the ' 
dead and our glorious hope, far differ-' 
ent from alt the fears that were taught • 
us by the musty traditions of men,! 
from the "dark ages." 
And thus we 


see the force of the Apostle's words 
that if there be no resurrection of the 
dead our hope Is rain, our faith Is 
raw (I Corinthians xr. 14-19). 


"But Now Is Christ RIMR." 


The Apostle argues, "If the dead rise 


not." if that is an impossibility so far 
as the world In general is concerned, 
then it is an impossibility so far as 
Christ Is concerned. 
Aud "if Christ 


be not risen.*' then all hope, all faiib, 
is vain. And all preaching is not only 
foolish, but worse. (See I Corinthians 
xv. 14.) "But now is Christ risen from 
the dead and become the first fruits ! 
of them that slept." The mere awak- j 
euiug froui sleep, as in the case of : 
Lazarus. Dorcas and others, is here' 
left out of the question. 
Nothing is 


counted as resurrection except the j 
full, complete raising up out of death. 
Our Lord was the "first that should ' 
rise from the dead" (Acts rxvj, 23), la 
this full sense. 
And he was a first

His quotation is from the He- 
brew, in which the word hell Is •tft'-oJ— 
the only word rendered hell through- 
out the entire Old Testament. 


I am not stating this as something 


new. although I ain confident that It' 
is new to niany of my hearers and to 
many of the eighteen millions who will. 
read my discourse in tomorrow morn- J 
Ing's papers. For the sake of sneh, I' 
note the fact that in the morning of 
our Lord's resurrection, he said to 
Mary, "Touch me not: for I am not 
yet ascended to my Father and your' 
Father: to my God, and your Gcd" J 
(John n. 17). 1 remind them further- 
•it the language of the so-called Apos-j 
ties" Creed, which is coming more aud i 
more into vogue with all denomina-j 
tioos and which declares, "He de- j 
s<-ended into bell and rose again the'* 
third day." 
In a version of this creed' 


••ilillshed by the Presbyterian Board j 
*7 Publication of Philadelphia, a foot' 
note very properly explains that the: 
word hell here used is. in the Greet,' 
hadr.t, whir-h signifies the state or con-| 
dition of death. 


I consider this a very important «aat> 


ter. which should be made widely' 
known, because of the false conception 
of lirJl handed down to us through our 
creeds formulated in the "dark ages." 
and since a misinterpretation of theot 
and liadc-t has been given to the pub- • 
He mind—the impression that these' 
words signify a place of torture. All 
this is wholly false, as every Greek' 
aud Hebrew scholar knows, and. if 
cros*-qnestioncd. will admit It is an, 
important question to the public be- 
cause this misconception of the mean- 
ing of the word Ifll is driving hun-i 
drcds. yea. thousands, away from God 
and away from the Bible.

the Bride class, the "very elect." will 
come the "great company" from every 
nation, propie. kiudred and tongue, ttie 
honored servants of the heavenly 
Bridegroom aud Bride. "The virgins 
her companions" (Psalm xlf. 14), will 
follow after the Bride Into the pres- 
ence of the great King Jehovah. Next 
in processional order will come th* 
Ancient Worthies from faithful Abel 
down to John the Baptist, the greatest 
of the prophets. But these will come 
forth from the tomb in human perfec- 
tion and not in the spirit perfection of 
those preceding (Hebrews xi, 38-40; 
Matthew xi. 11). In their human per- 
fection similar to that of Adam before 
his transgression, plus their derelop- 
me'nt in faith and obedience, these will 
constitute a firstfruits of Israel and of 
the world of mankind. Under their 
ministration, supervised by the glori- 
fied ones beyond the veiU the work of 
restitution and uplifting the captives 
of sin and death will progress until, 
at tee close of that thousand years of 
the reign of righteousness, every hu- 
man being of loyal character -will be 
completely freed from the bondage of 
sin and death and imperfection and, 
with the Ancient Worthies, will march 
in the grand procession Into the pres- 
ence of Jehovah God. 


Thus the great Redeemer and De- 


liverer will not only present the saint- 
ly Church blamejess .and Irreproach- 
able before the Father In lore, but 
likewise will liberate all who will of 
Adam's race, now asleep and degrad- 
ed. NoVouder the Scriptures declare 
of the end of his triumphal procession, 
"He shall see of the travail of his 
soul and be satisfied" (Isaiah liii. 11). 


"And Gave Gift* Unto Men." 


All the blessings which. In God's 


providence, are not coming to the 
Church during this Gospel A^. and 
all the blessings that in the Millennial 
Age will flow to natural Israel, "the 
rebellious also," and all the blessings 
that will flow through Inrael and Its 
Xew Covenant to all the families of 
the earth, proceed directly or Indirect- 
ly from the great victory which our 
Lord Jesus gained over sin and death. 
Our text and context, as well as the 
Psalm from which the quotation is 
made, bears out this thought. It Is 
because our Lord descended, because 
he left the heavenly glory, and be- 
cau«e. in harmony with the Father's 
will, our Redeemer left the courts of 
heavenly glory and humbled, liimself to 
become a man, and then "humbled 
himself to death, and even to the death 
of the cross." that his exaltation cam* 
as a reward of his loyalty to the Fa- 
ther's will. 


And in the Divine Plan it is because 


his resurrection body and glory were 
a reward, a blessing—his earthly body 
and nature and rights had not been 
forfeited through disobedience—that he 
had the latter witb all its privileges to 
bestow upon Adam's dead and dying 
race. He gave the merit of that sacri- 
fice, first imputedly. on behalf of all 
desirous of walking in his steps of 
self-sacrifice even unto death, that 
these miffut be. in the Father's good 
pieasnre. counted as bis members and 
companions on the heavenly plane.
